Asbefore reported, the cainphor industry 
in Japun has largely developed since cam- 
phor business in Formosa was monupolised 
by the Government, and this development 
(saya the Kube Chronicle) has seriously 
affected the camphor business in the.

The eatphor industry began-to develop 
in Formosa from about 1893 or 1894, 
Before then the article: was vety ‘Tagely 
exported. from. Japyn, the ‘amount reach- 
ing some 6,000,000 catties yearly, The 
article bas heen chiefly produced in 
Tosaand Satsuma, and the Lsoa mathod 
was adopted in Formosa, The cim- 
pher industry in Japon fer a vhile 
expeticnced 2 retrogression, ity cunse- 
‘quence of the irregular cutting. of the 
trees dnd the development of the industry 
in Formosa, and the output of the article 
in Japan fell to not more than 500,000 cat- 
tics until the year before Inst, . During the 
war letween Japan and China a camphor 
trust was started in London, and sibse- 
quently the camphor monopoly was eat 
ablished at Formosa. This led toa rive in, 
the niarket. and .the article, which was 
then quoted at about yen: 60 at Kube, 
rose tu yon 74 or yen 75. Tho..result 
has been that all trees. standing in the 
gardens of private residences, in tem- 
ple grounds and in forests in the Go- 
Yernment reserve have -heew cut-down, 
andthe activity of the camphor industry 
has been restored, In. ‘Toss, the principal 
camphor district inthe Empire, the cam- 
phor trees appear tobe now almost exlaust- 
ed, but a great number of trees aro still left 
in the forests in Ehiino-ken, where last year 
“about 200,000 cattios were produced, In
